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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the receipt of the amendment received on 8/27/03. Claims 
7, 13, 15, and 18-24 are currently pending. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 23 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
in claim 23, line 1, substitute "22" with -18-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 7, 13, 15, 18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chang (US 6,256,398) in view of Schuessler (US 5,959,285). 

Chang teaches a computer controlled method and apparatus for operating on a visible 
object included in an image disposed on a substrate to produce human-sensible information 
associated with the visible object, the method comprising: receiving image data indicating an 
image region of the image disposed on the substrate (col. 12, line 58- col. 13, line 10), the image 
region including the visible object and further including coded embedded data forming a uniform 
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background for the visible object (see Figure 8 A), retrieving human-sensible information 
associated with the visible object; and producing the human-sensible information associated with 
the visible object on an output device (col 22, lines 41-45); 

the method and apparatus wherein the human-sensible information is a second image and 
the step of producing further comprises presenting said second image on the output device; 

the apparatus wherein the output device is a lens apparatus that presents the second image 
(col. 22, lines 25-29); 

the method wherein the coded embedded data is a pattern of glyphs (col. 4, lines 17-23). 

Chang lacks the teaching of the coded embedded data indicating a location of the visible 
object in the image disposed on the substrate. 

Schuessler teaches coded embedded data indicating a location of the visible object (col. 
8, lines 39-41). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have readily recognized that having the Chang code 
indicate the location of the visible object would have been beneficial for saving time and energy 
needed to locate the image. Therefore, it would have been obvious, at the time the invention was 
made, to modify the teachings of Chang with the aforementioned teaching of Schuessler to better 
aid in decoding the code. 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to the originally filed claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection in response to newly added claims 18-24.
